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Columbus 
raises water 
rates $15

Needing to raise water 
rates to meet the city’s 
financial needs, members of 
the Columbus City Council 
voted unanimously Monday 
night to raise the base rate 
$15. This raises the rate 
from $20 a month for the 
first 2,000 gallons to $35. 
Rates for water usage after 
2,000 gallons will remain 
the same. 

With approximately 101 
water customers, this will 
generate approximately 
$1,500 a month in needed 
revenue for the city to 
help cover expenses. 
September’s financial report 
shows a shortage in funds 
to pay last month’s bills of 
approximately $1,500, but 
gives them no excess. 

“The city never has an 
excess funds,” commented 
City Clerk Dori Todd. “We 
need some for emergencies.” 
Raising the rates $15 a 
month will not allow the city 
to have funds to cover major 
expenses, such as repairs if 
something were to break 
down. 

The council will review 
the current property tax rates 
to explore the idea of raising 
those as well to help raise 
funds for emergencies. At 
this time back taxes are owed 
to the city for 2010 and 2011 
property taxes in the amount 
of, approximately, $3,000. 

The second reading on the 
ordinance to renew the 20- 
year franchise with Kentucky 
Utilities (KU) was held and 
unanimously passed with 
KU representative Deborah 
Mercer on hand. Mercer 
plans to return to Columbus 
for the November meeting 
to present the bid letter. 
Passing of this ordinance will 
allow KU to keep charging 
customers an additional 3% 
nd kicking that fee to the city 
once per year. 

A resolution on the Natural 
Hazard Mitigation program 
was read by City Clerk 
Todd and approved by the 
council. 

With the change of voting 
for Columbus residents to 
the Activity Building at 
Columbus-Belmont State 
Park, Todd suggested 
council members, Mayor 
Richard Frizzell, and herself 
be available to transport 
anyone needing a ride to 
vote on Tuesday, Nov. 6. 
“We have several voters 
who would walk to city 
hall to vote,” she noted. All

Clinton requests re-bids for 
paving due to identical bids

Clinton Mayor Tommy Kimbro opened 
three bids at Monday night’s City Council 
meeting. The bids were for the paving of 
4,136 linear feet of road in Clinton, when 
council members were shocked at a rare 
sight. There were two bids for $35,945, one 
coming from Central Paving of Paducah, 
Inc., and one from Murray Paving, Inc. 
Kimbro said that he had never seen anything 
like this happen before, and wasn’t sure what 
should be done. Ivan Potter made a motion to 
reject all bids due to the fact that there was 
no “lowest bid,” and none of the bids could 
be distinguished as the “best bid.” The City 
of Clinton is advertising in this issue of the 
Hickman County Gazette for a re-bid. The 
bids are due by October 19. 

During the City Administrator Report, 
Allen Poole told the councilmen that he had 
been in contact with the Christmas Parade 
Committee, and that they were raising 
funds to replace the 25 star decorations for 
the street. This will cost $9,000 according 
to the report. Poole announced that he was 
still trying to get estimates on repairing the 
sidewalks in various parts of the city. He 


said that they will have to wait for approval 
before they can advertise for bids on repairing 
the sidewalks, and he wasn’t sure how long it 
would take to get approval, but was confident 
that work would begin by Spring. 

Poole also said that more streetlights should 
be in place later this month, pending the 
approval of the state permit. He announced 
that Snapper Seaton is scheduled to resume 
his duty as Chief of Police on October 11. 

Chad Frizzell attended the meeting on behalf 
of the Hickman County Ambulance Board. 
Frizzell told the council that the Ambulance 
Service was running low on funds, having 
only $44,723 in the bank while it costs about 
$30,000 per month to run the service. Jerome 
Jenkins made a motion to donate $2,500 to 
the Ambulance Service, Potter seconded the 
motion, and it passed unanimously. Potter 
said that unless some serious effort was made 
by the Ambulance Service to raise funds 
elsewhere, he would not vote to give any 
more money. Frizzell told the councilmen 
that The Arbor Place has just passed their final 
inspections this week, and are now accepting 
more patients. This will drastically improve 
the fiscal situation with the Ambulance 
Board.

Historical 
Society tours 
Watson House

Members of the Hickman 
County Historical Society, 
as well as their guests, 
were treated to a wonderful 
tour of the Watson house 
on West Clay Street 
Thursday night.

Tom Van Slambrouck 
took guests all the way 
through the house, 
pointing out every detail 
to the visitors.

The bathtub is 
located in a room that was 
originally a pantry used 
for storing sacks of dried 
beans, barrels of flour, etc.

1880, when modern food 
preservation techniques 
came to popularity. 

The historians say the 
house was build before 
1880 for sure, but Van 
Slambrouck believes that 
it is a few decades older.

The 22nd Annual Civil 
War Days is an event co¬ 
sponsored by Columbus- 
Belmont State Park (CBSP), 
the Hickman County Judge 
Executive’s office and 
Hickman County Fiscal 
Court.

Civil War Days sign in Columbus 
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Wilson shares experience with Rotary

Last Wednesday, Clinton 
Rotary members were treated 
to an informative talk from 
Brandon Wilson, a Carlisle 
County native and lecturer 
of agricultural education 
at the Hutson School of 
Agriculture at Murray State 
University. 

While speaking with 
Rotarians at the Clinton- 
Hickman County Memorial 
Library, Wilson shared his 
experiences while serving 
with the Union Grove Baptist 
Church of Opelika, Ala. in 
Kimuli, Uganda. Wilson, 
who is a PhD candidate at 
Auburn University, returned 
in June from his short 
mission trip. The objective 
of the program was to plant 
a church in the area, which 
would then oversee a new 
primary school. 

“My decision to be 
involved with this initiative 
was twofold,” Wilson said 
when asked about why he 
chose to get involved. “The 
first reason was to preach 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
the second was to work on 
my doctoral dissertation. 
I couldn’t think of a more 
awesome opportunity for 
me.” 

According to Wilson, 
the trip to Uganda made 
him ever more aware of 
how wasteful and arrogant 
we can get while in the 
comfortable confines of the 
United States. When asked 
if he would recommend a 
similar trip to his friends 
back home, Wilson said that 
by experiencing ten days in 
Kimuli, Uganda, one may 
more fully understand their 
existence. 



“I was not at all mentally, 
emotionally, or spiritually 
prepared for what I would 
encounter in Uganda,” he 
said.

The Hickman 
County Extension office will 
provide water in conjunction 
with KY’s ‘Second Sunday’ 
fitness event.” 

Events are scheduled all 
day on Saturday with special 
guest, Robert Bell portraying 
Reverend Newton Bush of 
the 5th Regiment United 
States Colored Cavalry, at 
the Ladies Tea. There is 
a Civil War Ball Saturday 
night, always a popular 
event, which includes music 
and dance instruction so you 
don’t have to be experienced 
to participate. The band for 
the evening is “The 52nd 
Regimental String Band.” 

“There will be Beautiful 
Belles and Handsome Gents 
in their fine uniforms and 
gorgeous ball gowns, but you 
don’t have to be in period 
clothing to enjoy the fun. 


If you do want to dress the 
part, I am sure that you can 
find anything you want at 
Sutler Row where there will 
be many tents set up with 
clothing and accessories,” 
said Lynch. There will 
be a Beautiful Belle and 
Handsome Gent contest 
before the dance and a Best 
Beard & Scraggly Beard 
contest during intermission. 

Sunday, the last day of 
the event, begins with a 
Camp Meeting or Morning 
Preaching. “If you have 
never heard a Civil War 
Chaplain, hang on to your 
seat,” warned Lynch.

According to Lynch, 
the highlight of the event 
is the battles on Saturday 
and Sunday at 2 p.m. “The 
Columbus-Belmont re¬ 
enactors put on quite a 
show... .troops forming 
lines, guns firing, cannons 
blasting, horses running, and 
tents burning,” said Lynch,

“Rick Revel provides 
music and commentary 
before and narration during 
the skirmish so that spectators 
know what is taking place on 
the battlefield,” she added.

“I found a small cannonball 
in one of the bricks,” Van 
Slambrouck said during 
the tour, “and several of 
what could have been bullet 
holes. I thought they were 
bee holes and covered them 
up; it wasn’t until later that I 
realized the other possibility.”

approved by the American 
Historical Society. The paint 
and trim inside the house is 
immaculate, and the window 
treatments are gorgeous. 
The Van Slambroucks have 
kept as much of the original 
furnishings and styles as 
possible. Tom had to rebuild 
all the drawers in the kitchen, 
but used all of the original 
wood. The floors on the 
second level are all original, 
while newer hardwood has 
been placed on the main 
floor. 

In one of the bedrooms, Van 
Slambrouck pointed out a 
three-piece bedroom suit that 
is worth more than $13,000 
today, but that wasn’t the 
only antique in the house. In 
the entryway, Tom directed 
guests’ attention to Virginia 
Jewell’s original sewing 
machine. Several beautiful 
paintings that were painted 
by Renee’s mother adorn the 
walls. 

While giving the tour, 
Tom shared a story with the 
quests from way back when 
the bathroom had just been 
placed in the original pantry. 
He said the family had some 
friends over and they were 
playing football outside. One 
of the boys said that he had 
to go to the bathroom and 
was going in the woods, but 
he was urged to go use the 
bathroom in the house. The 
boy refused, saying, “You 
don’t go to the bathroom 
in the house.” The boy was 
dragged into the house and 
into the bathroom where he 
was showed for the very first 
time how to use an indoor 
restroom. 

Now the beautiful house 
is for sale, and we can only 
hope that the next owners 
will be as kind to it as Tom 
and Renee Van Slambrouck 
have been over the last few 
years.

“Less people 
are hunting and fishing and 
more are playing video games, 
Facebook, and doing other non¬ 
wildlife related things.”
